I respectfully etihinlt, tberefore* that t«odiate steps should 
be taken to forestall any warlike acts on ihe part of Kin^ 5aub 
and ISgypt. The plan of the Soviet agents and of former Hasds 
now in Arab countries to again plunge the world into ear* a war 
not only of conquest but of declared annihilation and total des- 
truction, should not be allowed to be actualised. Ho arms or 
other aid should be supplied by ths Uni tod States to aiy Arab 
country guilty of such warlike acts until definite assurances 
have been provided >;y them for a permanent peace.
